PEKING PARLEY 

Quite characteristic of the eruptive 
moods of modern’ China was the demon- 
stration made by the disorderly mob before 
the winter palace in Peking, where the dele- 
gates of the foreign powers were assem- 
bled with Marshal Tuan to discuss the Chi- 
nese demands for tariff autonomy. It must 
have been nond too reassuring to those of 
the delegates who had regard for their own 
lives to learn that only one policeman was 
killed and a score of others injured while 
preventing the rioters from getting into the 
palace and assaulting the members of the 
conference. 


That Marshal Tuan'’s demand upon the 
delegates that China be granted the desired 
autonomy should be met with the state- 
ment from Japan’s representative that au- 
tonomy presupposes the existence of a 
strong unified government is not surpris- 
ing. The October meeting is not likely 
to determine anything beyond a program 
of procedure for the November and Decem- 
ber conferences. For China, at this time, to 
hold that shé is in a position to demand 
anything save sympathy from foreign pow- 
ers is by no means in keeping with the con- 
ditions in evidence. The peculiar nature 
of her nationalism is demonstrated by the 
fact that there are mow several warring 
factions in the field, each bent upon defeat- 
ing the rest and assuming the mastery.

Underground 
Antenna Will be 
Sold by Banta 


The Subantenna Corporation of 
Chicago announces the appoint- 
ment of the Banta Company as 
distributors of their product, the 
underground antenna.

'Deat ‘Feel’ Music 


of Radio, Famous 
Woman Explains 


That the deaf and blind can 
and do enjoy music broadcast by 
radio has long been known, but ' 
is only recently that it has been 
explained how those afflicted with 
total deafness are able to “hear” 
the music. 

Helen Keller. who, despite her 
handicaps of blindness and stone 
deafness, has graduated from RKad- 
cliffe College and taken several 
post-graduate courses at Harvard 
University, has offered the most 
lucid explanation of this phe- 
nomenon ever advanced. Her ex- 
planation, set forth in a letter tell- 
ing of her appreciation of a broad- 
cast symphony orchestra. concert, 
follows: 

“Dear Friends: I have the joy 
of being able to tell you that, 
though deaf and blind, I spent a 
glorious hour last night listening 
over the radio to the New York 
Symphony copcert. I do not 
mean to say that I heard the 
muaic in the sense that other peo- 
ple heard it, and I do not know 
whether I can make you under- 
stand how it was possibie for me 
to derive pleasure from it. It was 
a great eurprise to myself. Last 
night, when my family was listen-. 
ing to the i*nmortal symphony. I 
pat my hand on the receiver. What 
was may. amazement when 
touched the sensitive diaphragm 
to discover that I could feel, not 
only the vibrations but also the 
imvrassioned rhythm, the throb 
and arge of the music. I could. 
actually distinguish the cornets., 
the roll of the drums, deep-toned 
violas and violins singing in ex- 
quisite unjzon. How lovely the 
speech of the violins flowed over 
the deepest tones of the other in- 
struments. Then, all the instru- 
mente burst forth—an ocean of 
vibration — and died 
away like’ an atom spent, ending 
in a delicate shower of sweet 
tones. Of course, this was not 
‘hearing,’ but [I do know that the 
tones and harmogies conveyed to 
me moods of t beauty and 
majesty.”’

BROKER TELLS OF MARKET 


Sos Angeles Sunday Times, ~ 


Housman Partner; Back from East, Déprecutia Merger 
Furor; Likes the Rail Shares 


BY EARLD E. CROWE 


Merger ideas overshadow almost every other consideration in the 
present phase of the stock market, but these hopes are hardly a sound 
basis for speculation, observed M. E. Pinckard, Pacific Coast partner 
of A. A. Housman & Co., who arrived in Los Angeles yesterday after 
spending several weeks in New York. And, as a Word of caution to 
overenthusiastic traders, he added that hopes usually run ahead of 
results, and true values are frequently ignored in the rush to ride a 
stock to glory on mrerger expectations. i 


“No one in the Bast,” Mr. 
Pinckard explained, “pretends 
that the character of buying in 
the market is the same as it was 
last spring, when there was & 
large amount of semiinvestment, 
long-pull purchasing. The buying 
of industrial stocks, without being 
hysterical, is of the helter-skelter 
variety. Holders of active specu- 


Jative stocks are fearful lest they 


become ‘involuntary’ investors,’ 
and, consequently, at the first 
signe of hegitation or irregular- 
ity, slip away to other issues which 
show more immediate  possibili- 
ties. 
“Naturally, this kind of specu- 
lation produces all sorts of cross- 
currents and confusion in a mar- 
ket which has definitely passed the 
point where it can be interpreted 
or viewed as a unit. Stocks are 
now bought for quick results, not 
for permanent ownership. For the 
most part, standard dividend yields 
are not much, if any, In excess 
of fixed income security returns, 
and rates on commercial paper. 
Market sponsorship, rather than 
earnings, dividends, etc., is sought 
as an essential for a speculative 
purchase.” / 
While market advices in con- 
servative quarters are tinged heav- 
ily with recummendations to ob- 
serve caution, Mr. Pinckard said 
that eastern observers do not yet 
concede that the danger point has 
been reached. Money for stock 
market purposes is relatively easy, 
and the base of the market is so 
much broader than in the past 
that is is difficult to use the size 


yardstick of speculative operations. 

Wall «treet ie wary, but it also 
has definite ideas concerning the 
securities that should do better. 
The professions are rather partial 
to the steel’and equipment indus- 
tries, and are becoming impatient 
over the lack of public interest in 
the rails, which generally are high- 
ly regarded.

CHINA SEETHING 
WITH CIVIL WAR 


Former dngsleie Tells of 

‘Devastated 

Murderous Leader Once 
Employed as Coolie 


Any Moment 


New outbreaks among the fac- 
tions contending for supremacy in 
China, recently reported in the 
American. newspapers, occasioned 
no surprise to persons familiar 
hectic conditions in the 


Chinese republic, a cording to Ro- 
uti jand Haskell, former Los Angeles 


resident, who recently returned 
from Shanghai after eight years 
spent in.the practice of law in 
that céity. 

During his residence in the Far 
East, Mr. Haskell had an opportu- 


nity to familiarize himself with the. 


Chinese situation. He was an eye- 
witness to many of the events that 
have marked the period of inter- 
mittant fighting and rioting, in and 
about Shanghai during the last 
year, and hag personally come into 
contact with some of the leaders in 
those disturbances. 

“By reason of its geographical 
position and importance as a com- 


mercial nter Shanghai will al- 
ways be great prize as iong as 
there are contending factions in 
Central China, and as long as 


there are Chinese of the mind and 
temperament of the Chinese of to- 
day, there will be contending fac- 
tions,” sald Mr. Haskell. 


CAUSE OF OUTBREAK 

“The Shanghai defense commis- 
sion has for many years been con- 
trolled by the military governor of 
the province of Chekiang which 
lies south of the Province of Kiang- 
su, in which Shanghai is situated. 
In the fall of 1924, Chi Hsieh 

tfan, Governor of Kiang-su Prov- 
ince, decided to bring an end to 
Chekiang’s control of the Shang- 
hai area, hig intention being. to 
restore that area to &s proper 
Place in the affairs of Kiang-su. 

“This was the cause of the out- 
break last fall. Gen. Lin, defend- 
ing Shanghai, lost in the struggie 
with Chi and fled to Japan. Chi 
then occupied Shanghai, but while 
he was busying himself with the 
affairs of that city, his ally, Wu 
Pei Foo, lost in a great battle in 
the north with Chang Tso Ling, the 
northern war lord, and Peking saw 
a complete chapge in the national 
administration. 

“An attempt was made to place 
the Shanghal area under ea civil

For years Los Angeles had been asking this question. For years 
citizens had been giving to charitable causes, never knowing whether 
their money reached the objects of their charity, nor that the charity 
Was necessary, nor that the money was efficiently managed or even 
accomplishing good. Tp the busy man and woman, little time is had 
for investigation. 

With a deluge of about 200 drives and private solicitations storm- 
ing down upon the city annually, the patience of the people soon came 
to an end. Investigation revealed that from 15 to 60 cents out of 
every dollar subscribed to charity was being used to finance inefficiently 
conducted campaigns. 

Charitable organizations, which were established and run by 
persons whe gave time, thought and energy to the work, and who be- 
cause of their contact with the needy, sick and unfortunate, saw 
clearly the necessity for preventive work, with all their struggle could 
not get enough money to adequately meet their needs.

Consequently, time has been saved, money has been saved, an- 
noyance has been saved, efficiency has resulted, duplication in work has 
been prevented, adequate provision for social agencies has been as- 
sured, and a community spirit such as has never before existed, has 
come with the Chest. ‘

Agencies have been relieved of the worries and uncertainties of 
fund-raising and have been enabled to concentrate their entire time 
and energies in conducting their relief work. Because the agencies in 
the Chest have been so successful through their affiliation with the 
Chest, more agencies have applied for th 1926 burget participation. 
Agencies are unanimous in their praige of the Chest. 

More than all, for the first time fm its history, Los Angeles has 
now a central body with a board of directors and committees, 
senting both agencfes and contributers who are studying the human 
problems of the city as a whole, and gradually shaping one vast co- 
ordinated program for relief and constructive betterment. Competi- 
tion‘among agencies for fund collection has ended. Today al) agencies 
are working together, co-operating with each other and ee 
a finer and more efficient standard: of work than ever before ted. 
Agencies are now better able to keep pace with the rapid growth of 
Los Angeles and its increasing social problems. 

From November 9 to 19, during the ten days of the Chest's appeal 
for funds, 14,000 workers will comb the city for funds with the cam- 
paign goal set at §2,830,798, the twelve months’ needs of 137 agencies.

There is an old adage which speaks of people having 
eyes yet seeing not. This is true to a great extent of perm 
sons visiting museums. Interesting stories, chapters from 
the most exciting periods of world history, personal me , 
mentos of men and women who lived in the long ago and 
who made history, lie almost unnoticed in the cases of the 
Los Angeles Museum at Exposition Park. It isthe purpose 
of this article to point out to the patrons of the museum 
the many intensely interesting stories bound up in the 
relics resting mutely in their cases. Stories that read like 
fiction yet are the actual histories of men and times long 
since vanished in the void of lost years. :

Here, then, is a blade that swung 
in a heavy circle at the massacre | 
of the dancers at the feast of 
Huitzilpochth, in the temple. in- 
closure in Mexico City, in 
1520.

City, County Bodies Are 
Laying Out San Fernando 
Valley Area . 


Approaching the ideal, as near- 
ly as possible, in city bullding, the 
city and eounty planning commis- 
sions are nearing completion of 
the work of laying out the San 
Fernando Valley, as a part of Los 
Angeles’ municipality, to meet all 
the demands of a physical change 
brought about by the development 
of the automobile and extension 
of motor travel, declared M. UW. 
Butterhbaugh of the Butterbaugh 
& Hunnicutt Land Company. It 
is subdividing Ventura Boulevard 
Acres, located only twenty-two and 
one-half miles from the heart of 
the city, into one-acre ranches. 

“For many menths the two 
bodies, operating jointly as the 
Regional Planning Commission, 
have worked to harmonize the 
highway architecture of the yalley, 
and the needs of traffie and modern 
community construction,” he said. 

“The Major Traffic Plan provides 
for 100-foet boulevards eyery mile 
and eighty-foot highways every 
half-mile, thus giving wide road- 
ways every mile beth east and 
west end north and south. In be- 
tween are sixty-feot stre wher- 
ever communities require them. 

“It is planned that industries 
shali follow the railroads at com- 
munity intervals, each with { 
merchant centers and residentia 
districts. In between are to be 
maintained small ranches so ag to 
segregate communities and prevent 
monetonous congestion. The chief 
residential section will be along 
Ventura Boulevard. 

“Three lines of railways now 
cross the valley. The main inland 
route of the Southern  Pacifie, 
which cuts through the east end 
of the valley; the coast route of 
the system, which leads diagonally 
across the valley and a eal serv- 
line, which handles the pred- 
ucts.”

Then it\.comes to 
checker championship tourneys, I 
do not think that at present any 
should be considered but the two- 
move restriction style, as that is 
the ized style, the world 
over, at the present time. A cham- 
pionship at any other style means 
nothing at this time. The go-as- 
you please style was discarded 
years ago and the eleven-man bal- 
lot style is still in ite Infancy and, 
as yet, has few followers. What 
standing it may have a few years 
hence may be another as both 
Banks and D’Orlo are working 
hard to have that style recognized. 

One argument put forward for 
the eleven-man ballot style is that 
it puts the najural players more on 
a par with the book player, but. it 
would be just as consistent to - 
sist that golf players use broom 
handles instead of golf clubs. At 
school we used to play “one old 
cat” but, while we used a baseball 
and bat and played on a reguiar 
baseball diamond, you would hard- 
ly call it a baseball game. I have 

insisted that the eleven- 
man .ballot is a .geparate game 
from checkers, just’ the same as 
“Sparish pool,” Poligh, French and 
Italian checkers (or draughts) are 
different games from what we un- 
derstand by “checkers.” 

I enjoy playing any of the above 
games, but when I think of a. 
checker champion I think only of 
one who has gained his laurels 
across the board by the two-move 
restriction style of play. 


WHO McHARDY? 
Since the publication of “Mc- 


|Hardy’s Relative Positions,” many 


have written asking “who is Mc- 
Hardy?” After getting Mr. Mo- 
Hardy into a corner and subfect- 
ing him to’ the “third degree,” I 
am able to give out the following: 
He was born in Aberdeen,’ Scot- 
land, and in 1886 was runner-up to 
George Reay for the Aberdeenshire 
championship and in 1887 he was 
returned the winner. Shortly aft- 
erwards he came to this country 
and from 1892 to 1896 was located 
in Washington, D. C., and he and 
W. B. Mundelle alternated with 
the ehampionship of that city dur- 
ing his stay there. In 1896 hs went 
to Quincy, Mass., and was identi- 
fied with the Boston players until 
about 1900. During his stay in 
Boston he played with Barker, 
Heffner, Parrow, Grover and oth- 
ers who have done much to make 
checker history. 

Along about this time he decided 
to follow Horace Greeley's advice— 
“Go West, young man, go West" 
—aend he turned his face toward 
the setting sun and gave up check- 


ers entirely until he arrived in Los 
Angeles about four years ago. 
Shortiy after coming here he be- 
came interested in problems and 
“MoHardy’s Relative Position” is 
the result of his labors. ’

of Car Making 


The marvels of modern automo- 
tive precision and production meth- 
ods are depicted in a series of 
forty-two enlarged photographs 
now being shown to the public at 
the salesrooms of all Los Angeles 


Chevrolet dealers. The  photo- 


graphic series covers the same in- 
teresting operations In the manu- 
facture of Chevrolet cars which 
would be shown a visitor at the 
factories. 

One of the most spectacular pic- 
tures shows a huge drop-forge 
hammer weighing 140,000 pounds. 
Hammers of this type are used to 
make the Chevrolet chankshaft. 
The falling weight is a three-ton 
block of steel, which is lifted by 
steani. It is so responsive to the 
touch of the skilled operators that 
they are able to place a watch on 
the bottom die block and strike it 
with the hammer so delicately that 
the crystal remains unbroken. Each 
hammer will forge 880 cran 
during a ten-hour day. 

Other striking features of the ex- 
hibit are pictures of a monster ma- 
chine which uses 300,000 amperes 
of electricity to weld the Chevrolet 
one-piece banjo-type rear axle 
housing; a machine: which drills 
thirty-two holes simultaneously in 
the bottom of the Chevrolet cylin- 
der block: a rotary milling ma- 
chine which finishes at one cpera- 
tion the lower sides of cylin- 


der blocks, and a_ sixty-two-ton 
press which forme a Chevrolet 
fender at one stroke.

be divided into two main groups; heredity 
and those causes acquired during infancy. 
Children who come from scrofulous or syph!- 
litic parents, or who were conceived while 
their parents were under the influence of 
liquor or drugs, are more likely. to convul- 
sions than children born of normal healthy 
parents. 

‘There are other causes besides heredity. 
In fact heredity plays but a minor part in 
the production of convulsions. ‘The mis- 
takes and stupidity, the vicious treatment 
and poor care of baby-—these are much 
more fertile causes than those produced by 
heredity, 

Sometimes convulsions come when an 
acute infectious disease overwhelms baby, 
such as measles, chicken pox, diphtheria, 
typhoid fever and others. More frequently, 
however, the cause can usually be traced to 
an irritation of the stomach or bowels. So 
often is this true that it is quite common 
practice for the doctor to consider convul- 
sions as distinctly of digestive origin unless 
other factors are definitely indicated. Of 
course, under such conditions, the remedy 
suggests itself at once. Both stomach and 
bewels should be thoroughly cleansed—one 
by means of the stomach pump or wash 
(this should only be done by a physician or 
skilled nurse) and the other by means of 
the enema or repeated enemas. 

If the convulsion is of digestive origin, all 
food with the possible exception of diluted 
fruit juices should-be withheld. The stom- 
ach should be given an opportunity to 
cleanse itself and cérrect the defects. _ 


Intestinal parasites are without a doubt 
responsible for an immense number of cases 


‘of convulsions. The irritating effects of 


huge masses of worms will produce a state 
of nervous tension and irritation of an ex- 
treme type. The only remedy is to get rid 
of the parasites and their eggs. Then dis- 
continue the foods which will either, harbor 
parasites or favor their development. As a 
rule most of these parasites are introduced 
by the consumption of meats or of meat 
products. Even though a child does not 
have convulsions or worms, meat is not 
necessary for his development or growth. 
Where the conditions of phimosis has 
been permitted to go uncorrected to such 


point that convulsions are produced, then the supports. 


there is no other alternative but circum- 
cision, whether it be a male or female baby. 
It is then too late to start the slow process 
of retracting the foreskin. é 


These are some of the causes. There are 
many others. A clot of blood in the brain, 
tumors of the brain, falls, blows, the per- 
nicious use of instruments in childbirth— 
these and many others may be responsible 
for convulsions. . 

However, the treatment is of consider- 
able importance. Where the cause can be 
ascertained, correction in that direction 
should be sought, When the attack occurs 
the child should be undressed and put to 


bed. He should be free from fond friends 


at that time and none but mother or nurse 
should stand duty at his bedside. Quiet is 
absolutely essential. Icewater or cold water 
packs should be placed at his head while 
hot water bottles should be kept at his feet. 
Exclusive of the head, the rest of the body 
should be kept warm and comfortable. 
Warm packs to the abdomen have been 
found of considerable value in furnishing 
the relaxation so necessary during the con- 
vulsive attacks. The bowels should be 
washed repeatedly until the water comes 
clean; Drugs should never be used as there 
is no drug known Which can overcome the 
cause. 

After a child has had a* convulsion he 
should be kept quietly in bed for at least 
twenty-four hours and preferably longer. 
His diet should be extremely light. If he be 
a nursing baby his feedings both in fre 
quency and duration should be considerably 
lessened. ff he be an older child accus- 
tomed to solid food he should be kept on 
hothing but water or diluted fruit juice for 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours at least.

Almost anyone can ob- 
serve this illusion in the case of extensive 
movements of the eye;' but it ought to be 
apparent with the smallest movement, and 
it is even more pronounced in the case of 
mental pictures than in that of things 
actually seen.” 
Salt 

HOSE of you who find that you “just 

' cannot eat your salad” or any other 
food without salt, please read the article be- 
low written by my predecessor, Dr. Brook, 
in a magazine which he edited called Brain 
and Brawn. 

“The consumption of the inorganic min- 
eral, chloride of soium, or table salt, is a 
habit and a superstition—an acquired habit, 
as to taste, a superstition, as to its neces- 
ity. 

“You have heard, perhaps, about that un- 
fortunate prisoner, in Holland, who was Ted 
bread without salt, until the worms de- 
voured him. All nonsense. He could eat 
bread without salt, and be healthy, until he 
died of old age, if it was entire grain bread. 
If it was bread from bolted flour, and he got 
nothing else, he would certainly die before 
long, for lack of the organic salts, or min- 
eral elements, contained just beneath the 
bran. Majendie has proved this, by feed- 
ing two dogs, one on white bread, the oth- 
er-on bran bread. The one fed on white 
bread died within a couple of months. The 
other remained perfectly healthy. It is a 
lack of these necessary organic salts in the 
food that leads to a craying for the harm- 


ful inorganic salt, chloride of sodium. “ft 


does not, however, replace them, any more 
than whisky replaces food. 

“In a recent publication of Dr. Willamer 
Stephanson, the discoverer of the white 
Esquimaux, new arguments have been add- 
ed against the use of salt in the dietary. Dr. 
Stephansdn, as a result of his experience in. 
the Artic, considers salt as a positive hin- 
drance to life. He describes its action upon 
himself and his followers as a narcotic pol- 
son, and found its use absolutely eliminat- 
ed from the dietary ofthe Esquimaux, who 
would rather submit to the ravages of star- 
vation than to use food cured or seasoned 
with salt. On the basis of the data, Dr. 
Stephanson draws the conclusion that sodl- 
um. chlorie is incongenial and harmful to 
the system, and its use in the dietary of 
the civilized races a grave physiological er- 
ror. Like tobacco, he says, salt has con- 
quered our taste and instinct, by the unnat- 
ural craving created by its indulgence as a@ 
stimulant, resulting in a habit difficult to 
break away from.

‘“Overconsumption of salt is largely re 
sponsible for eczema and other skin 


eases, Its ill-effects are especially apparent 


upon the kidneys, as upon those organs de- 
volves the ridding of the body of a poison 
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cases caused in whole or in part by the 
free use of salt. The chief reason why @ 
milk diet is so helpful in kidney disease is 
that the salt, which has been deposited in 
the tissues, is washed out by the salt-free 
milk. The same is true of the fruit cure, 
during which period no salt enters the 
body. Many have written that they have 
become absolutely immune to colds since 
they abandoned the use of salt. 
“Advocates of the use of salt sometimes 
point to the fact that animals resort to 
‘salt licks.’ Im such cases it will be found 
that the food on which they have been 
feeding is deficient in certain natural organ- 
ic salts, perhaps owing to poverty of soil. 
Then, of course, they may, in time, acquire 
an unnatural taste. Cows often form the 
habit of licking plaster and we know that 
dogs and horses have been taught to drink 
beer and chew tobacco.” 


Hemorrhage 


ERY often the mother or teacher is con- 
fronted with the problem of controlling 
hemorrhage in a child or other person. 
emorrhage may occur in various forms as 
the result of a wound, a nose bleed; in some

She was always able to sit up with pillows 
at her back at meal times, and \to move 
herself freely when being bathed or having 
the bedding changed. She declared she 
never spent her time so comfortably in bed 
before, and time never passed so rapidly. 
The ninth day she sat up awhile both morn- 
ing and afternoon. The tenth day she 
dressed. in the morning and was up for the

Anaesthetics were the first foundation of 


successful advance in surgery. Anaesthet- 
ics had nothing to do with experiments on 
animals,. for anaesthetics—ether, chloro- 
form, and 80 on-—-were discovered by the 
discoverers’ experiments upon themselves.

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“The first foundation was’ anaesthetics, —- 
and the second was the adoption of septic 


methods in surgery—that is, absolute clean- 
liness. It has nothing to do with experi- 
ments on animals; nothing whatever. It 
was simply the outcome of common sense. 
We know in days gone by it was considered 
the proper thing for a surgeon always to 
keep one dirty coat, that he had perhaps 
used for twenty years, hanging behind the 
operating theater door, in which to per- 
form his operation, and dirt was considered 
to be of no importance whatever; dirty 
surgery was the order of the day. Semmel- 
weis, who never performed an experiment 
upon an animal in his life, was the first to 
introduce clean surgery into hospital prac- 
tice, and by means of that he was able to 
reduce the death rate in the maternity 
wards in Vienna, (which had been 12 per 
cent in one @ear—1847-48,) to 1 per cent. 
This had nothing to do with experiments 
on animals. 


“Three: English surgeons, Lawson Tait, 
Granville Bantock, and Sir William Savory, 
followed the same lines, at a time when Lis- 
terism, or what is called antisepsis, was the 
fashion over the whole world. They were 
ridiculed by the profession, but their suc- 
cesses could not be.denied. At last Lord 
Lister gave up the dangerous carbolic 
spray, and diluted the carbolic solution to 
a degree which certainly preserved the 
tissues from injury, but was too weak to 
kill the germs. Lister, by trying to kill 
germs, had been killing his patients, What 
is now the practice in our best hospitals is 


“Now, the third thing in connection with 
successful abdominal surgery was the dis- 
covery of the right kind of ligature and 
suture, that is, the sort of thread that 
thight be used to tie or sew together the 
organs that were to be left behind in the 
abdominal cavity, so that there ee not 
be irritation or inflammation set up, resuilt- 
ing in septic poisoning, or that the patient 
might not die through the ligature becom- 
ing rapidly absorbed, and the blood vessels 
giving way.

“The problem of flesh-eating has engaged 
the attention of speculative minds for many 
years. The psysiologist is reluctant to com- 
mit himself to any principle that is not 
proved beyond doubt. But we daily meet 
many serious problems which demand im- 
mediate action. With a view to formulating 
a reasonable working hypothesis for practt- 


tioners and those interested in the preserva- 


tion of health, the following is submitted in 
the belief that it will show light upon a 
much debated question from a new angle— 
the findings of comparative anatomy and 
physiology. 

“In studying the alimentary systems of 
various species of mammalia, one is struck 
by the almost constant relationship existing 
between the length of the animal's intesti- 
nal tract and the nature of its food. The 
reason for this relationship will become ap- 
parent.later in the article These measure 
ments are in inches; needless to say many 
of them are only approximate. The length 
of the trunk is taken 
turberance to the coccyx. 

“3 will be seen from this table that the 
so-called frugivorous animals closely approxi- 


‘mate man in the proportionate length of the 


intestines as compared with the length of 
the trunk., The proportion in both instances 
may be represented by the numeral 11, In 
the pure carnivorous group, this proportion 
1g generally considered among anatomists 
as about 3%, while in the herbivores it is 
approximately 30.

“Dr. Lonnberg has shown by dissections 
on nearly fifty varieties of reptiles that, in 
the insectivorous members, the length of the 
small intestine is 90, per cent of the length 
of the trunk and the length ‘of the large in- 


derjved from animal sources is high in pro- 
tein, readily digested, and highly putrefac- 
tive. This type of diet is suited to an alli- 
mentary tract which permits rapid passage 
through its length. The stomach is smal) 
and the intestines short and narrow. This 
type of alimentary canal is found in all land 
carnivora. The herbivora, with food derived 
from plants requiring a longer period of 
time for its digestion, have, on the other 
hand, voluminous stomachs or large ceca or 
both, and a very long small intestine. The 
bacterial flora harbored in the intestinal 
tract of animals is closely related to the 
type of food and to the character of the ali- 
mentary tract. Flesh-eating annuals de- 
velop Gram-negative bacilli (Bacillus coli,) 
while the carbohydrate-eaters show a pre 


dominance of Gram-positive types. Animal 


protein develops more active proteolytic 
(protein-decomposing) bacteria than vege 
table protein, 

“In this connection the words of the itlus- 
trous John Hunter assume a new signi- 
ficance, viz.: “The faeces of animals which 
live entirely on animal food in general very 
soon become putrid, and indeed, often before 
they are voided; but such animals are either 
without cecum or colon, or if not, what they 
have is very short, so that the excrement, 
not being long retained, has less time to 
become putrid,’ 

“On the basis of his findings in more than 
five thousand autopsies on animals, at the 
Philadelphia Zoo, Dr. Fox mentions that the 
acute gastroenteritis is more than twice as 
frequent in carnivorous animals as in herbi 
vorous animals. Chronic nephritis was 
more frequent to the extent of 50 per cent 
in the flesh-feeders. Thyroid disease was 


about ten times as common in the carnivo- — 


rous species as in the vegetable feeders. On 
the other hand, tuberculosis was found twice 
as often in the vegetable as in oes flesh- 
eaters.

Common Colds shone 
adie talk given by: Dr. Phittp 
Tovelt over 


S THE cooler weather begins to ap-. 
A proach’ many of us become aware 

that we are not up to par in health, 
Nature lets us know in various fashions that 
we must take heed and correct the defects 
ot our body. 

Although warnings are in various forms, 
yet by far the commonest is the ordinary 
cold, te¢hnically known as rhinitis, or in- 
fiammation of the nasal passages. 

Scarcely an. individual but knows what it 


iso have “that stuffed-up sensation, mucous 
discharge, difficult breathing and run-down 


_.... feeling.” Of more interest are the methods 


by which colds are acquired and the task of 
overcoming them after they once take hold. 

The sedentary work which many people 

compelled to do, the close confinement 
indoors, together with overeating and a poor 
selection of food, undoubtedly play a leading 
part in rendering the individual susceptible 
to cold. If we led a more active outdoor 
life, took more exercise to burn the waste 
material and governed our diets by sound 
common-sense principles, we would have 
considerably less autumnal cold attacks, 

The statement that we “catch” a cold from 
infection produced by. contact with another 
person does not hold true in the light of 
science or common sense. Germs cannot 
develop except in a susceptible environment. 
The production of this susceptible environ- 
ment is by the decrease in resistance of the 
individual’s vital powers. First must come 
the susceptibility, the decreased resistance, 
the fertile environment for bacterial inva- 
sion—then comes the cold. 

The means of production of this environ- 
ment is much more pertinent to the question 
of colds than is our knowledge of bacteria or 
germs. If we but understood the methods 
of prevention, cure would be of considerably 

ss importance. Consequently, by our 
knowledge of causes we may readily deduce 
methods of cure.

Water has a beneficial tonic atid cleansing 
effect upon the digestive system and should, 
under all. conditions of cold, be used as a 
substitute for the heavier food drinks such 
as milk, coffee, chocolate, soups, etc. 

During the acute cold more or less com 
plete rest and quiet are essential for well 
being. Even though contagion and resultant

Together with the necessity for fresh alr, 
the individual must know how to take the 
precious oxygen into his system. If *the re 
mains cooped up in an office or shop or mill, 
for eight or nine hours a day, at least he 
should not permit the stress of his occups 
tion to change the posture of his body. He 
should, at all times, while at work or at 
home, know that his lungs are for a definite 
a be used fully and quite vigor- 
ous 

When one studies the average posture of 
the average individual, it is indeed surpris- 
fing that we haven't many more cases of 
respiratory diseases, even though at pres- 
ent the respiratory diseases have a larger 
mortality than any other group. A casual 
study of almost any individual reveals that 
we are exceedingly slovenly in our carriage 
and posture. Most of the time we use no 
more than a fourth or a fifth of our natural 
lung capacity. 

The result is that the blood is insufficient- 
ly charged with oxygen and considerable 
waste material remains unburned, In every 
cold there_is an extensive elimination of 
morbid wastes. If more of these wastes 
should be burnt through natural deep, 
rhythmic breathing, we would have consid- 
erably less mortality from lung diseases. 

Stand straight. Walk straight. Sit up 
straight. Use your lung power. Train your 
children to do likewise and you will find 
this measure alone Will be of tremendous 
help in overcoming and preventing the regu- 
lar periodic seasonal! cold. 

There is more to this question than mere- 
ly outdoor life and correct posture. The 
cold is an eliminative process. As such we 
must Consider the climinative organs in their 
entirety in order to assist the re-establish- 
ment of normal function. 

Some of the characteristic symptoms asso- 
ciated with colds are the discharge of con- 
siderable portions of waste and effete ma- 
terial from the body. Generally we shall 
find the tongue coated with a foul furry 
substance. The breath is bad, as the lungs 
seek to discharge their quantity of waste. 
Sometimes fever is present with its quota of 
burnt poisons, Generally the kidney excreta 
are strong, pungent and laden with waste. In 
its effort to assist the general process we 
often find éxcessive looseness of the bowel 
discharges. 

In every way nature fs secking to dis 
charge accumulated morbid wastes. Wvery 
avenue of elimination is functioning to full 
capacity. Knowing this, the. sensible be- 
havior during the cold should be to assist 
the avenues of elimination as extensively. as 
possible. 

The question is, how can this be done? 
First and foremost, permit me to emphati- 
cally contradict a slogan which has errone- 
ously crept into the minds of many people, 
Namely: “Feed a cold and starve a fever. 
Nothing could be more scientifically untrue, 
A practice such as this is vicious, detrimen- 
tal and inevitably bound to result in the com- 
plicafions that make a cold a much more 
dread disease than its mere symptoms of 
the time. 

Both fevers and colds should be treated 
by the starvation process, semi-starvation, 


‘or at the best, by a light frugal diet. The 


total quagtity of food consumed, irrespective 
of its kind, should be the minimum that one 
can get by with. Where the conditions 
favorable, even a fast of several days 
markedly assist the recuperative powers. 
Further than this the digestive system 
should be thoroughly cleansed, preferably 
‘by means of the plain water enema instead 
of By the pernicious use of laxative drugs. 


Maxative medicines, even thougl they assist 


the process of intestinal elimination, by rea- 
son of their irritation and resultant .inflam- 
mation to the digestive system, should never 
be used. 

The enema should be resorted to daily 
and in some cases, even several times per 


day urtil the acute symptoms - of the cold, 
have subsided... 


ance is at a low ebb, it is nevertheless un- 
fair and unsocial for the individual to mix 
with groups of people when he is in the 
acute stage of respiratory elimination. 

The rules of common cleanliness such as 
the use of frequent clean handkerchiefs or 
small squares of muslin should be rigidly 
adhered to. Spitting in public places or in 
fact anywhere but in one’s own handkerchief 
is disgraceful and bound ultimately to be 
injurious to others. The extreme measures 
of complete quarantine and isolation are 
usually not necessary in a common cold, On 
the other hand, the individual suffering 
from it has no moral justification in going 
to dances, parties or other social functions. 
Keep to yourself as much as you possibly 


can. The rest and quiet are just as essen- 


tial a part of good nursing as is any other 
form of treatment. 


Sometimes adjuncts of immediate treat- . 


ment are necessary to relieve acute symp- 
toms. Then, other measures of a drugiess 
nature besides those I have mentioned may 
be of consid«rable value, at least in fur- 
nishing relief and in a lessef measure to 
ward overcoming the actual condition. 
When the chest feels thoroughly filled 
with mucus, and breathing is difficult and 
sometimes painful, hot-water packs placed 
completely around ‘the chest front and back 
will assist considerably in loosening the ad- 


hering mucus and make breathing free and | 


easy. These should be continued for twenty 
minutes to half an hour and repeated several 
times through the day until relief is secured. 


Where the abdomen is tense and drawn, 
similar applications will serve toward secur- 
ing relaxation as well, 

At other times relief may be furnished by 
inducing profuse perspiration. This should 
be done, however, with considerable care, 
for if the patient becomes chilled the con- 
traction might intensify the symptoms of 
the cold. About the best method of pro- 


cedure to induce profuse swWeating is by

While in bed, if the patient is served with > 
a glass of warm lemonade made of warm 
water, lemon juice and honey, the ad 
tion process will be more profuse and more 
easily achieved. 

Where there are cemplications such as 
“that clogged chocked-up feeling of the 
head” and the closing of the nostrils due to 
mucus accumulations, other hydrotherapeu- Tn 
tic- measures present themselves. A fifteen 
or twenty-minute hot foot bath will serve to 
relieve the congestion at the head as it 
draws the blood to the extremities.

Among the many devices for attaching 
the collar to the shirt, one inventor offered 
a protecting pin to engage and fasten the 
necktie and “keep it from moving up and 
down.” Another presented a “combined 
ghirt stud and magnifying glass.” The pur- 
pose of this invention was “to enable «a 
shirt stud to be used also an an optical 
instrument for viewing and magnifying pho- 
tographs, portraits and other pictures, and 
geological, entomological, botanical and 
other objects.” 

Alarm clocks aré old favorites with in 
ventors. As a sure cure for the habit of 
ignoring the morning call, one man invent- 
ed a device that tripped the legs of the 
bed and dropped the whole outfit to the 
floor, occupant and all. 

There are styles in patents as in clothing 
or milimery. The introduction of the auto- 
mobile brought a vast torrent of applica- 
tions relating to motor production and oper- 
ation, Motion-picture apparatus and de- 
vices also have held the center of the stage 
in recent years. Now radio is demanding 
and receiving its share of attention, along 
with aviation and new applications of elec 
tricity.

HILE the next few months in the 

Southern California home gardén will 

not require much planting activity, 
there afe va tasks which should keep 
the gardener ¥. Plans should be laid for 
the coming year so that when the spring 
planting season is at hand, sowing ean be 
made at the proper time with soil condi- 
tions at their best. Perhaps the most im- 
portant work at the present time is fertiliz- 
ing the spots which are to be given over to 
the tearliest spring plantings. 


It is not too late to plant a cover crop 
in plots which are now vacant. This is a 
very important step in home gardening in 
the Southland. The value of the cover crop 
lies not only tn the plant food added in turn- 
ing under the plants, for it also improves 
the physical condition of the soil. Too few 
gardeners realize the value of cover crop- 
ping in bringing up the fertility of their soil. 
Melilotus Indica is considered to be the best 
for this purpose while melilotus alba is good 
on a heavier type of soil. The first will 
grow on through the winter to perfection 
and in the spring should be turned under 
carefully so that plantings can follow a 
few weeks later.

APPLE VALLEY.—In illustrating how 
effectively managed orchards can be made 
to pay well in portions of San Bernardino 
county which a few years ago were only 
desert wastes, the Ed Rhodes forty-acre 
apple ranch at Apple Valley is being cited 
by Farm Adviser H. J. Wilder. It is esti- 
mated that the yield from this 12-year-old 
orchard this year will be 8750 boxes of ex- 
cellent quality fruit. 

According to Mr. Wilder, this yield shows 
clearly that orchards planted in well-selected 
localities in this county, and intelligently 
managed, can produce heavy yields of high 
quality fruit. The grove’s fine record is 
attributed partly to the fact that for the 
past three years alfalfa hag been planted 
between the rows as a cover crop, the al- 
falfa roots so loosening the soil that it takes 
irrigation water easily. In addition, there 


fis a large volume of water available for 


the grove at all times.

The consumption in the United States is 
small.

The tree is easily grown, as its natural 
climatic requirement is about the same as 
for the olive and fig. It has withstood a 
temperature of 14 to 15 degrees Fahrenheit 
for several nights in succession without in- 
jury. It does well in any good garden soil 
and requires little irrigation after it is es- 
tablished. The writer has seen it growing 
luxuriantly on Mount Lebanon in Syria and 
in the vicinity of Aleppo and Aintab, where 
it is never irrigated, there being abundant 
precipitation in winter. While requiring 
less water than other nut trees, it is not rec- 
ommended for dry and arid regions. 

There are seventeen species. Some of 
the trees produce the gum mastic resin 
used in high-class confections and utilized 
by Mohammedan ladies for chewing gum 
to perfume the breath and strengthen the 


gums. 

On Mount Lebanon and also in Sicily a 
species known as Pistachia Terebinthus has 
grown wild for years. It was called 
Sha’shee or Butn by the natives of Mount 
Lebanon. The shoots and leaves were 
browsed by goats. One of the natives dis- 
covered that by grafting the cultivated 


scions of pistachio trees on these wild’ 


trees they could be made to bear crops of 
marketable nuts. Now those mountain 
tracts have become pistachio groves and 
produce thousands of pounds that bring 
their owners handsome yearly incomes. 

No diseases or insect pests seem to mo- 
lest this tree. At times the shells grow to 
normal size but contain no kernels. This 
is due to lack of pollination. The trees are 
dioecious—male and, female flowers are 
borne on different trees. A male trve 
should be planted to every eight or ten fe- 
male trees. In Sicily hand pollination is 
practiced. 

Government investigators believe 
mercial culture of pistachio nuts is not war- 
ranted for a long tinfe to come, as Amert- 
can consumers are not widely acquainted 
with it. They think that for the present it 
is best grown as an ornsmental for street 
and landscape plantings. 

One male and three female trees of the 
Aleppo, Bronte and Trabonella varieties are

‘SANTA ANA.—Results of the educational 
campaign for better orchard protection by 
means of windbreaks, sponsored during the 
past three years by the agricultural exten- 
sion service, co-operating with the Orange 
county farm bureau and citrus associations, 


can be plainly seen from the highways of 


Orange county, according to Harold Wahl- 
berg, Grange county farm adviser. 


“The. vigorous growth of the new plant-— 


ings is beginning to show prominently on a 
number of highways, the most.popular com- 
bination of plantings being the eucalyptus 
and Monterey cypress,” said he. “It is difi- 


cult to say just how many windbreaks have 


been planted. The extension service esti- 
mates that if all the new plantings put out 
during the past two years were placed in a 
straight line, end for end, they would total 
twelve to fifteen miles in length. 

“It is interesting to note the number of 
converts to the planting of windbreaks. In 
several localities, new wind@¥éals may be 


seen coming up between the old stumps that. 


mark the location of former plantings. In 
other places, whole rows of orange or lem- 
on trees have been removed in order to 
make room for the windbreak protection. 
Where the windbreak was considered a nui- 
sance by growers a short while ago, today 
they are being fostered as a necessary ad- 
junct to the protectiqn of the citrus indus- 
try in exposed sections. Proper methods of 
windbreak culture and management have 
been studied by the growers of Orange coun 
ty through numerous field meetings and 
tours conducted by the agricultural exten- 
sion service. Today the .growers realize 
that the windbreaks are assets to their or- 
chards rather than liabilities if they are 
given reasonable care and attention.”
